The tailoring trade is Boston's 
greatest industry, but it is always let 
out on contracts and carried on mo I 
Iy by machines. The old-fashioned 
needle and thread are no longei in 
use and most of the help arc women 
and girls. There is but one deaf- 
mute in thil trade in Boston, and he 
was educated in England. Printing 
and book-binding rank next. The 
number of employee! is less, but the 
amount of wages ('allied by them is 
much mote than in any other trade. 
The foundry and machine trade cm 
ploys less men than the clothing trade 
docs, but it, pays much larger wages. 
Furniture-making which Includes 
cabinet-making or some forms of car- 
pentry, pays very good wages in pro- 
portion to the smaller number of em- 
ployee*. Leave out, the clothing 
trade as impracticable to men, and 
we will have the three best oceiipa 
tions for the deaf. 

• * * 

Of course, there are many minor 
occupations in which deaf-mutes 
could find steady employment if pro- 
perly trained. The art of crigra\ ing 
on gold and silverware, either by 
monograms or floral designs, litho- 
graphing and etching on wood or 
steel, civil and mechanical engineer- 
ing, electroplating in all its different 
divisions of labor, the electrical 
science, pattern-making in all ( its 
branches, carpentering by machinery, 
and others that can be thought of, 
ought to be taught in the proposed 
(.(•clinical school for deaf-mutes, as 
they are not over-crowded, and the 
wages arc very liberal. Several 
foreign taught deaf-mutes her. 
high wages as designers of calico pat- 
terns. Massachusetts is generous to 
her children in the matter of a tech 

nical education. She has an agricul- 
tural college, a technical and poly- 
technic institutes, and now Boston is 
building a trades school for appren- 
tices, on aecount of the restrictions of 
the labor unions against ".hem. It is 
there that the Horace Mann School 
proposes to send her pupils to learn a 
trade. They will have all the wealth 
of instructors, tools and models from 
a great city at their disposal.

offspring. Nature leaches us just the 
reverse, examples being loo numerous 
to mention here, and that, in ordinary 
marriages, the tendency lo producing 
idiot ic, insanc'and ilea f mule offspring 
iter i han in marriages of blood 
relatives. 

Bj the way Prof. Bell al lacks the 

intermarriage of the deaf, one would 

suppose he upheld thai all deaf-mutes 
were blood relatives. To be sure, the 
marriage of deaf-mutes has been pro 
dUOtive of more good in general excel 
leiiee of offspring and happiness of (he 
unite, 1 couple, than the general pro 
pori ion of ordinary ms Thai 
Dr. Bell married a deaf-mule to show 
that he had faith in his own belief, 
does not, prove that I he interiu.i 
of the Deaf is productive of more 
harm than good lo the human r: 

His statistics of the deaf-mute off- 

■ of deaf-mules and the deaf off 
' of hearing persons, or ordinary 
marriages, are two different things 
when compared. I lis proven stat isl ios

Speaking of Prof. Bell as seeking to
